The  Washington  township  Grade  and  High  school 
building  and  gymnasium  at  Lyons  burned  to  the  ground, 
along  with  practically  all  equipment  and  supplies  Sunday 
morning,  in  the  most  disastrous  school  fire  in  Greene 
county   history. 

Unofficial  estimates  of  the  Joss  placed  it  at  well 
above  a   half-million   dollars. 

Today,  Lyons  school  officials  announced  that  a  meeting
